OAHUNGKING, 


ATTACK ON A TAOTAL. 
1bth August. 


On the night of Augnst Sth occurred the 
largest fire which Ohuogking hea known 
for yours, It began Jate in the ovoning and 
burnt till nesr daylight, rendering about 
160 families homeleas and entailing a loss 
which is estimated at 60,000 tavle. The 
doulors in medicines are the chief losers, as 
the etteet was largely devuted to that 
business, which is of considerable import- 
ance hero. 

Some seven or eight years ago the Mugis- 
trate Kuah, who was still im office at the 
time of the riot, and a man of considerable 
business -energy and foresight, provided 
the city with oight email fire engines, prob- 
ably of French type, and with a still larger 
nomber which ate described as being carried 
vn one man'a shoulder. Stone cisterna 
were built at frequent intervals in the 
siveats, aud ladders and buckets were alec 
provided. Qhuir coolies .were engaged os 
¢jfiremex, which was’a very economical 
arrangement as they received ordinarily 
only nominal pay ‘and o larger aniount’ on 
‘the cocasion of a fire, witha reward tu those 

who-reached the fire first... The ongines 

were purchased and the running expenses 
provided by contributions from the officials 
and by the residents. Of late, however, 
the whole business bas been noglested, 
some‘ of the angives being allowed to get
